THE  DOLLAR  SIGN  --  comes  from  the  Spanish  peso.  In  the  late 
1700s  and  early  1800s  the  peso  circulated  widely  in  the  HS 
because  of  extensive  trade  with  the  West  Indies.  The  abbrevi- 
ation for  peso  was  P,  and  the  plural  PS.  The  P and  S were 
eventually  superimposed,  emerging  as  $. 
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DENTON  COUNTY  NATIONAL  BANK 
by  Frank  E.  Clark  III  (210lj.) 


Denton  is  the  seat  of  Denton  County  (in  Texas),  which  Is  the 
county  Just  north  of  Dallas  and  Tarrant  Counties.  Three  nat- 
ional banks  in  Denton  issued  large  size  national  bank  notes. 
However,  only  one  of  the  banks  issued  large  and  small  size 
national  bank  notes.  This  was  the  Denton  County  National  Bank. 
The  other  two  banks  failed  at  the  end  of  the  large  size  note 
issuing  oeriod.  This  was  from  l86l  to  1929.  Small  size 
nationals  were  Issued  from  1929  to  1935*  The  two  banks  that 
failed  were  the  Exchange  National  Bank  of  Denton  and  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Denton.  The  former  failed  at  the  end  of  1928 
because  of  a local  depression.  The  latter  failed  because  the 
U.  S.  government  charged  the  president  and  the  cashier  of  the 
bank  with  embezzlement  of  bank  funds.  This  occurred  In  August 
of  1928.  Within  a period  of  five  months  two  banks  in  town  had 
failed,  but  the  Denton  County  National  Bank  declared  an  8^ 
dividend  at  the  end  of  1928. 


Denton  County  National  Bank  was  chartered  in  1892  with  charter 
number  I4.708.  In  1913  the  bank  erected  a new  building  on 
Denton's  town  square.  The  building  still  stands  today.  It  is 
a two  story  white  building  at  the  corner  of  Hickory  and  Locust. 
Today  the  main  occupant  is  the  Stewart  Title  Company.  The  bank 
has  since  moved  to  a newer  site.  At  the  old  building  one  can 
still  see  the  words  "Denton  Co.  National  Bank"  underneath  the 
eaves.  However,  you  must  look  closely  because  the  shadows  hide 
the  lettering.

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The  bank  issued  $10  and  $20  Second  and  Third  Charter  large 
size  notes.  In  the  small  size  notes  the  bank  issued  Type  1 
and  Type  2 $10  and  $20  notes.  In  1935  when  the  national  bank 
note  program  was  phased  out,  the  bank  had  $2,390  in  large  size 
outstanding  and  $46,010  in  small  size  outstanding. 

This  bank  was  and  still  is  at  the  center  of  Denton's  business 
and  farming  communities.  The  bank  has  changed  its  name  to 
First  Denton  National  and  is  within  sight  of  the  old  building.
